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For  the  year  1952,  a special  report  for  tlie  Department  of  Health 
for  Scotland  has  been  requested,  under  the  various  headings 
listed  below : — 

A. 

(1)  ADMINISTRATION. 

A list  of  the  Staff  is  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  Annual 
Report. 

i(2)  CO-ORDINATION  AND  CO-OPERATION  WITH  OTHER  PARTS  OF 
THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Co-operation  with  the  general  medical  practitioners  in  the 
area  is  good  ; and  increasing  use  is  being  made  by  medical  prac- 
titioners of  the  services  which  we  can  offer. 

With  the  hospital  service  the  position  is  different.  The 
-National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act  lays  on  the  Local  Health 
Authorities  the  obligation  to  consult  with  Regional  Hospital 
.Boards  and  Local  Executive  Councils  on  any  Schemes  prepared 
innder  the  Act  by  the  Local  Health  Authorities,  but  it  does  not 
require  the  same  procedure  in  reverse.  These  other  bodies  are  at 
(full  liberty  to  introduce  any  developments  without  consultation 
ir  intimation.  This  is  manifestly  unfair  and  should  be  rectified. 

1 believe  that  Local  Health  Authorities  should  be  represented 
m Regional  Hospital  Boards  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  this 
s the  body  which  decides  policy  ; but  on  Hospital  Boards  of  Man- 
agement I think  Medical  Officers  of  Health  would  be  of  more 
•value  to  the  members  as  an  advisor  or  assessor,  not  as  a full  member 
of  the  Board. 

;3)  JOINT  USE  OF  STAFF  AND  PREMISES. 

There  are  no  arrangements  whereby  general  practitioners  or 
Hospital  board  staff  do  work  for  the  County  Council,  nor  where 
county  Council  Staff  have  part  time  duties  with  the  hospital 
service.  There  is  however  very  considerable  use  made  of  our 
dinics  by  the  Hospital  service,  notably  by  the  orthopaedic  service, 
J-nd  the  financial  arrangements  for  this  are  still  the  subject  of 
protracted  discussion. 

U)  CARE  OF  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN 
UNDER  SCHOOL  AGE. 

(a)  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers.  There  are  no  ante-  or 
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post-natal  clinics  in  the  Comity,  each  expectant  or  nursing  mother 
being  adequately  attended  by  her  own  doctor  and  district  nurse. 

(b)  Child  Welfare.  Clinics  are  held  once  monthly  in  each  of 
the  larger  centres  of  population,  and  in  addition  the  mobile  clinic 
makes  a monthly  visit  to  outlying  hamlets  and  houses.  This 
sendee  is  available  to  a large  proportion  of  the  young  children 
in  the  county.  This  is  a most  valuable  sendee,  but  the  cost  per 
child  is  high,  as  the  number  of  children  who  can  attend  Is  relatively 
small. 

(c)  Care  of  Premature  infants.  Fully  adequate  arrangements, 
including  equipment,  are  provided  for  use  for  the  specialised  care 
of  premature  children,  and  this  has  proved  most  useful. 

(d)  Supply  of  Dried  Milks,  etc.  The  supply  and  distribution 
of  the  supply  of  Welfare  Foods,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  ; the  distribution  locally,  except  where  there  is  a branch 
Food  Office,  is  carried  out  by  voluntary  workers. 

(e)  Dental  Care.  Pre-school  children  who  require  dental  care 
are  referred  by  general  practitioners  or  the  district  nurse  or  the 
County  M.O.H.  to  the  Dental  Officer.  A small  number  of  expectant 
mothers  are  also  referred  to  the  Dental  Officer. 

(f)  Other  provision.  Nil. 


(5)  DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY. 

The  whole  County  is  covered  for  the  domiciliary  midwifery 
service,  and  no  midwives  are  employed,  each  district  nurse  being 
responsible  in  her  own  area.  There  are  now  no  midwives  in  private 
practice  in  the  County. 

The  supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  M.O.H.  and  Assistant 
M.O.H. , and  in  addition  by  the  County  Nursing  Superintendent. 

All  the  nurses  have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  gas  and  air 
analgesia  ; three  outfits  are  available  and  this  has  proved  to  be 
adequate. 

The  ante-  and  post-natal  supervision  of  the  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  is  adequately  carried  out  by  their  own  doctor  and 
district  nurse  : co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners  is  good. 

Refresher  courses  for  the  district  nurses  are  arranged  in  rotation 
as  courses  are  available. 
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Sterile  maternity  outfits  are  supplied  free,  and  a small  stock 
is  held  by  each  district  nurse,  renewed  when  necessary. 

In  the  Middle  District  of  the  County  many  of  the  confinements 
take  place  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Duns,  mainly  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  transport. 


(6)  HEALTH  VISITING. 

Each  district  nurse  is  also  a health  visitor,  especially  for  pre- 
school children  and  in  addition  there  are  two  full-time  health 
visitors  whose  duties  include  school  work,  tuberculosis  after  care, 
infectious  diseases,  mental  health  and  general  health  visiting. 

Where  district  nurses  have  to  do  both  nursing  and  welfare 
work,  as  in  Berwickshire,  the  treatment  of  the  sick  must  come 
first.  As  a result  health  visiting  is  thrust  to  a secondary  position 
which  it  should  not  be.  The  answer  is  to  increase  the  nursing 
staff  so  that  each  nurse  has  more  time  to  devote  to  welfare  work 
and  health  visiting.  The  health  visitation  of  young  children  and 
of  the  elderly  in  their  homes  is  one  of  our  most  valuable  preventive 
services. 

Several  of  our  District  nurses  do  not  possess  their  Health 
Visitor’s  certificate  and  the  County  Council  release  one  nurse  at  a 
time  to  take  this  course,  make  an  allowance  to  her  while  she  is  off, 
and  continue  her  superannuation  contributions. 

Requests  for  assistance  from  hospital  almoners  is  infrequent, 
but  every  possible  assistance  is  given  when  required. 

(7)  HOME  NURSING. 

The  Berwickshire  Nursing  Association  carry  out  the  work  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  and  the  nurses  are  all  directly  employed 
by  the  Berwickshire  Nursing  Association.  There  are  14  district 
nurses  in  the  County  and  one  County  Superintendent.  The  district 
nurses  do  all  sick  nursing,  domiciliary  midwifery,  child  welfare 
and  other  health  visitation,  attend  child  welfare  clinics  in  their 
area  and  supervise  home  helps  in  their  area.  Co-operation  with 
general  practitioners  is  very  good  : most  of  the  nurses  are  housed 
in  County  Council  houses,  and  cars  are  provided  for  all. 

Two  of  the  14  are  relief  nurses,  thus  ensuring  that  all  the  district 
nurses  have  sufficient  off-duty  time. 
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(8)  DOMESTIC  HELP. 

No  permanent  Home  Helps  are  employed,  help  being  engaged 
locally  when  required,  on  full-  or  part-time  work.  A large  propor- 
tion of  the  applications  are  from  elderly  people,  unable  to  look 
after  themselves,  and  who,  but  for  the  Home  Help  service,  would 
require  institutional  care. 

The  district  nurses  and  the  County  Nursing  Superintendent 
supervise  the  Home  Helps  in  the  homes. 

A charge  is  made,  varying  with  the  financial  resources  of  the 
applicant. 

The  care  of  the  elderly  is  a serious  problem  at  present  and  will 
certainly  become  increasingly  difficult  as  time  goes  on.  The 
hospital  service  is  quite  unable  to  cope  fully  with  the  numbers 
requiring  attention  and  I have  little  doubt  domiciliary  care  will 
become  one  of  the  major  services  to  be  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

(9)  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

Each  Registrar  has  a supply  of  leaflets  and  consent  forms  for 
Vaccination  and  Diphtheria  immunisation,  and  these  are  handed 
out  to  each  parent  when  the  birth  is  registered.  The  importance 
of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  is  stressed  to  the  district  nurses 
who  impress  on  parents  the  advantages,  during  their  Child  Welfare 
visits.  The  same  is  done  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  and  the  parents 
of  all  school  children  not  previously  immunised,  are  asked  for 
permission  for  this  to  be  done  during  the  school  medical  examination. 

“ Boosting  ” injections  of  anti-diphtheria  prophylactic  are 
given  at  school  at  the  appropriate  ages. 

Whooping  cough  immunisation  is  carried  out  along  with  anti- 
diphtheria immunisation,  and  this  has  been  done  here  for  some 
years  past.  The  materials  are  available  free  from  this  Department 
to  any  general  practitioner  who  requires  it.  Every  encouragement 
is  given  to  have  young  children  immunised  both  against  whooping 
cough  and  diphtheria  before  starting  school. 

(10)  PREVENTION,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

Tuberculosis  Service.  In  this  area  we  are  fortunate  in  that 
the  most  cordial  relations  exist  between  ourselves  and  the  Tuber- 
culosis Physicians.  As  a result  we  know  pretty  well  all  about 
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our  own  patients,  but  this  is  entirely  clue  to  tbe  close  personal 
liaison  we  have  with  the  physicians  ; if  that  did  not  exist,  or  if  it 
I broke  down,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  this  Department  being 
almost  entirely  in  the  dark  as  to  what  care  and  treatment  our 
'Berwickshire  patients  are,  or  should  be,  having. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  many  of  the 
clinics,  along  with  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  and  there  is  full 
collaboration  concerning  contacts,  prevention  and  after-care. 
Furthermore,  the  clinic  nurses  who  attend,  are  our  own  Health 
Visitors  who  do  domiciliary  tuberculosis  health  visiting.  In  the 
bounty  we  are  therefore  fully  aware  of  the  over  all  tuberculosis 
[position.  Additional  nourishment  is  supplied,  usually  free,  but 
only  on  the  advice  of- the  tuberculosis  physician. 

I think  it  is  quite  against  the  spirit  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  that  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Service  was 
made  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  It  should 
be  entirely  a preventive  service,  dealing  with  the  normal  population, 
and  with  contacts,  and  should  be  controlled  and  used  by  the  people 
whose  job  is  preventive,  not  treatment — the  Local  Health  Authori- 
ties. 

B.  C.  G.  Vaccination.  A scheme  is  in  preparation  to  provide 
B.  C.  G.  Vaccination  for  all  school-leavers,  and  this  will  be  put 
into  operation  as  soon  as  possible.  One  severe  handicap  is  the 
lack  of  an  X-ray  set  in  the  County.  It  seems  remarkable  that 
in  a County  the  size  of  Berwickshire  there  should  be  only  one 
small  portable  X-ray  set  in  Duns,  and  none  other. 

The  National  Health  Service  has  now  been  in  operation  5 
years  : vast  sums  of  money  are  being  spent,  but  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  have  done  nothing  to  provide  X-ray  facilities  in 
the  County,  although  the  need  for  this  has  been  drawn  to  their 
attention  on  many  occasions,  by  myself  and  by  others. 

The  cost  in  transporting  patients  to  Edinburgh  and  to  Peel 
by  ambulance  for  an  X-ray  examination  must  be  enormous,  quite 
apart  from  the  very  great  inconvenience,  and  often  discomfort 
to  the  patients  themselves.

<1 1)  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  control  of  infectious  diseases  is  still  one  of  the  most  impor- 
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tant  of  the  functions  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  but  is  now- 
made  more  difficult.  What  happened  formerly  was  that  the 
Doctor  who  saw  the  case,  notified  this  Department  by  telephone, 
and  we  arranged  the  admission  to  hospital,  the  ambulance,  and  the 
disinfection,  and  traced  all  contacts.  What  takes  place  now,  is 
that  the  Doctor  concerned  arranges  the  admission,  and  the 
ambulance,  and  assumes  that  we  will  get  to  know  in  due  course 
about  the  case  from  the  hospital.  Usually  we  do,  but  it  is  an 
informal  arrangement,  and  is  at  least  one  day  late  in  being  received. 
Furthermore,  we  never  hear  nowadays  about  infectious  diseases 
occurring  in  hospitals.  Nothing  serious  has  occurred  as  a result 
yet,  in  this  area,  but  one  day  it  may  do  so,  and  until  full  administra- 
tive control  of  infectious  diseases  hospitals  is  returned  to  the  Local 
Authorities,  the  risk  is  there.  The  actual  admissions  have  presented 
no  difficulty,  and  there  is  nothing  worthy  of  special  mention  con- 
cerning incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Laboratory  facilities 
are  satisfactory. 

(12)  MENTAL  HEALTH. 

(i)  Administration. 

(a)  The  responsible  Committee  of  the  local  Health  Authority 
is  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee. 

(b)  The  Authorised  Officer  is  the  County  Welfare  Officer  : 
in  addition  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Welfare 
Officer  when  required. 

(c)  The  ascertainment  of  Mental  Defectives  is  carried  out  by 
the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Gogarburn  Institution. 

(d)  Duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations — Nil. 

(e)  Arrangements  initiated  for  the  training  of  staff— Nil. 

The  service  functions  well,  but  for  the  great  difficulty  in  finding 
Institutional  accommodation  for  the  Mental  Defectives.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION,  SUPERVISION  AND  TREATMENT. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

GENERAL  REVIEW. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  was  1,332.  Of 
these  1,064  were  systematic  examinations  and  268  were  re-inspection  of 
children  previously  found  to  have  some  defect. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  at  systematic  examinations,  who  were 
notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (excluding  uncleanliness  and  dental 
decay)  was  277  (25.1%)  i.e.,  a quarter  of  the  children  examined  are  found 
to  have  some  defect.  The  defects  are,  for  the  most  part  of  a minor  and 
remediable  nature,  the  commonest  being  knock  knees,  flat  feet,  unhealthy 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  visual  defects  and  defects  of  speech. 

15  (1.4%)  children  were  considered  to  have  conditions  where  complete 
cure  and  restoration  of  normal  function  was  not  expected,  though  some  im- 
provement was  considered  possible. 

Clothing  and  Footgear.  The  school  children  in  the  County  are  extremely 
well  clad  and  shod. 

Of  the  children  examined  only  one  was  inadequately  clothed  and  only 
one  had  unsatisfactory  footwear. 

The  only  adverse  criticism  that  can  be  made  is  that  some  parents  tend  to 
overclothe  their  children.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  children  with  as  many 
as  eight  layers  of  clothing.  This  is  unnecessary  and  tends  to  restrict  the 
movements  of  the  child  as  well  as  to  prevent  adequate  skin  ventilation. 
Parents  are  not  often  willing  to  accept  advice  on  this  matter  and  persist  in 
overclothing  insisting  that  the  child  has  some  weak  spot  which  requires  special 
protection. 

A few  children  wear  sandshoes  habitually  during  the  summer  months- 
This  is  discouraged  as  they  do  not  give  support  to  the  arches  of  the  foot. 

Cleanliness.  Only  one  child  was  found  to  have  nits  of  pediculosis  capitis. 
This  is  a considerable  improvement  on  the  figure  for  last  year  (6). 

It  is  noticed  that  head  louse  infestation  tends  to  recur  in  the  childien 
of  the  same  families  year  after  year. 

Modern  methods  of  treatment  are  very  effective  but  the  source  of  infest- 
ation is  usually  an  adult  of  the  household  who  is  outwith  our  control. 

Slcin.  Two  cases  of  ringworm  were  discovered  and  three  of  impetigo. 

There  was  a single  case  of  scabies. 

There  were  18  children  with  skin  conditions  other  than  those  mentioned 
above,  including  acne,  warts,  eczema  and  psoriasis. 
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Nutritional  State.  One  case  of  severe  malnutrition  was  detected  and 
there  were  23  cases  of  slight  malnutrition  (2.3%). 

Diseases  of  the  Naso  Pharynx.  137  children  -were  admitted  to  hospital 
for  operative  treatment  on  the  naso  pharynx.  The  majority  of  these  were 
admitted  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye.  Errors  in  refraction. — Of  the  children  due  for 
visual  acuity  tests  (2nd,  3rd  and  4th  age  groups)  4 boys  (1.2%)  and  5 girii 
(1.1%)  had  refractive  errors  not  previously  discovered.  These  were  referred 
to  the  Ophthalmologist  for  examination. 

The  total  number  of  children  with  visual  defect  in  this  group  was  44  ( < %)• 


External  Eye  Diseases.  Two  cases  of  infection  of  the  eyelids  were 
discovered  and  treated  and  15  (1.4%)  children  had  strabismus. 

Diseases  of  the  Ear.  Five  cases  of  aural  discharge  (.5%)  were  found  and 
referred  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist.  All  the  children  had  normal 
hearing. 


Speech  Defects.  Of  the  children  examined  routinely  during  the  year  8 
were  found  to  have  speech  defects.  The  chief  defects  were  lisps,  stammers  and 
stutters.  All  these  children  and  many  others  not  examined  this  year  would 
benefit  greatly  from  speech  therapy.  At  present  the  facilities  for  this  type 
of  treatment  in  the  County  are  inadequate. 

Organic  Heart  Disease.  Two  children  were  found  to  have  congenital 
heart  disease  and  1 to  have  a heart  murmur  following  rheumatic  fever.  5 
children  were  found  to  have  functional  conditions  of  the  heart. 

Respiratory  Diseases.  'Two  children  were  found  to  have  chronic  bronchitis. 
There  were  no  children  suspected  of  having  tuberculosis.  13  other  children 
showed  abnormal  pulmonary  signs.  The  majority  of  these  had  a mild 
transitory  pulmonary  iufection  and  the  others  were  asthmatics  already  under 
treatment. 


Deformities.  Of  the  1,064  children  examined  247  (23.2%)  were  found  to 
have  some  deformity.  The  vast  majority  of  these  had  minor  defects  such 
as  flat  feet,  knock  knees  and  poor  posture.  There  was  one  case  of  congenital 
deformity  and  one  case  of  paralysis  due  to  poliomyelitis.
